A lot of well-meaning people 
have been duped into aiding the

Because the KKK vows to kill 
those who divulge its secrets, 
Reverend Dennis has been sub- 
jected to constant harrassment 
since he testified as a govern- 
ment witness last October. As 
recently as Dec. 11 of last year, 


}an attempt was made on his life 


in an apparent effort to silence 
him, Despite these threats, Del- 
mar Dennis is speaking out and 
he is writing a book about the 
Klan. “There is still an import- 
ant story that needs to be told,” 
Dennis charges. ‘‘The Klan has 
become a tool for Communist agi- 
tators who want to bring a race 
war to America. I know this 
from personal experience.”

American Cancer Society. 
“Cancer of the Uterus” clearly 
describes what uterine cancer is, 
how the simple “Pap” smear can 


forms of treatment are available. 

The 12-page publication also 
describes the progress in re 
search against cancer and 
stresses the importance of recent 
statistical studies. In these 
studies it is indicated that uter- 
ine cancer occurs more frequent: 
ly among married than singlé 
women, and among womén who 
have born children.

25 years the death rate from 
uterine cancer has dropped al 
most 50 per cent among whité 
women and 35 per cent among 
Negro women.

Planning, Zoning Commissioners 
Discuss Many Items This Month 


A road on the north side of 
Albany Hill, rezoning request, 
parking lot and a shopping center 
were under discussion at the July 
23 meeting of Albany Planning 
and Zoning commission, 

The use permit for a proposed 
road on the north side and at the 
base of Albany Hill was request- 
ed by Watson, Hoffee and Fan- 
nin for Bessemer properties, 

The roadway would be south of 
Cerrito Creek from Pierce Street 
with access to Adams Street in 
El Cerrito. It would require the 
cooperation of both Albany and 
El Cerrito City Councils. It has 
already been considered by El 
Cerrito P&Z, which recommend- 
ed a pedestrian bridge across El 
Cerrito creek. The bridge would 
connect with a park site indi- 
cated on the General Plan map 
of Albany. 

On the vote to approve the use 
permit subject to several condi- 
tions, it was 4-1 with Carl Mac- 
Williams voting no. 

Stan Young was denied in his 
request to rezone 1147-49 Port- 
land from R-1 to R-1250 to build 





a multiple despite a petition in 


favor of the rezoning signed by 
eight property owners in the} 
area. The multiple would have 


replaced ithe present abandoned, 

illegal twounit dwelling. 
Commissioners agreed that al- 

lowing a multiple in single-dwell- 


ing areas would tend to down- 
grade rather than upgrade the 


area. On the motion to deny, 
Commissioners Bill Davis, Arthur 
Longpre and Robert Luoma voted 
yes, MacWilliams no and William 
Johnson abstained, 

The commission approved, sub- 
ject to conditions, the parking lot 
behind 1475 Solano, stipulating 
that a sign be installed warning 
drivers to go beyond the barriers 
with their front wheels. |
